APPROPRIATIONS IN THE SOUTH.

The senate program for the remainder of
the =esslon is to follow the sundry elvil bill,
the consideration of which will begin to-
morrow, with the legislative, execcutive and
Judicial bill, and then to take up the naval
bill and lastly the ganeral deflelency.  While
It is underatood thut there will
probably be spasmodic  attempts to
ket up  other meossuree  of  general Im-
portance, the best opinion Is that non= of
these wiil be successful in cases whore there
is objection. It is possible that Senator But-
ler will renew his efforts in behalf or the
pooling hill, and that Senator Gesras will
dlso ngain attempt to restore the bankruptey
Bill 1o its position as the unfinished Lusiness,
but it is not in the least probable the efforts
of either will be successful, Senatcr Wauolli-
ner s 6'20 hopelul of securing brief constdern-
ton of the territorial admisslon bills, bl
thiere 14 no longer a possibility of paaa'ng the
bills,

An order hag dlready bren made for a nlght
sezslon Tuesday fer the consideratinon of bllls
to which there are no objections, The vroba-
biiities ineclude night sessions every night
after Tuesday, continuing virtually throagh
the nights of Saturday and Sunday and' also
a sesgion next  Sunday during the day.
These, it is bellteved, will be held to dispoze of
the appropriation bills, there being many pro-
visions in those réemaining to be considered
which will lead to prolonged debate. There
iz also a probability of debate over the next
report of the conference commitiee on the
diplomatie bill, lnvolving the appropriation
for the Hawallan cable. There is not much
in the legislative bill to lead to debate, but
the other three bille all contain provisions,
which, If they are not withdrawn, are sure
to cause sharp debate.

It is intimated that the certificate amend-
ment to the sundry civil bHl may be with-
drawn. TIf it 1s this will simply simplity the
situation, but there will be material for many
speoches and resolutlons for prolonging the
sesslons. Senators do not consider the out-
look disconraging and they predict that bills
will be passed by the time fixed by the
constitution for adjournment on the 4th of
March.

Following s the etatuz of the appropria-
tion bills:  Approved by the president, mili-
tary, academy and army; in conference,
pensions, fortifications, diplomatic and con-
gular, Diatriet of Columbia, postoffice, agri-
eultural; passed the senate and ready for
econference, the Indian bill; reported to the
genate, sundry civil, legisiative, executive and
judicial; not considerad by the sepate com-
mittes on appropriations, Navy and general
deficiency. Of the bills In conference the
dinlomatic and consular and fortifications
bills have heen partiaily agre:d upon,

JURY ACQUITTED HOWGATE.

More Indietments Remain to He

Tried,

WASHINGTON, Feb, 24.—Captaln Henry
W, Howgate, formerly disbursing clerk of
the slgnal service, who lag been on trial
here since January 28 on two indictments
charging him with embezzlement snd forg-
ery, was today anequitted of the charges.
Ths case was given o the jury al noon on
Thursday last, and it was not until noon to-
day that a verdict was reached. On the first
ballot it is sald the vote stood seven to flve
for <cquittal, The jury reported on yester-
day their Inebility to agree, but Judge Me-
Comas insisted that they should remain and
try again,

The Howgnte trinl has been unusual in
muny ways, Fourteen years ago Iimportant
frauds affecling large sums of monevy were
discovered in the signnl serviee acconnts and
Howgate was charged with having eommitted
them.

- FIRY IN A COAL MINE,

Two Miners Killed nnd a Number of Others
Berlously Injured.
BIRMINGHAM, Ala, Feb. 24.—A fire oc-
curred In Rock slope of the Tennessee
Coal, Iron and Rallrond company mines at
Pratt City this morning, that resulted in
the death of John Patton and Louls Bte-
vens, two miners, and more or lesa serious
injury of eighteen others, Twenty miners,
all conviets, were In the slope, near the
alr shaft, at 2:30 this morning, when they
detected the smoell of smoke. Shortly aft-
crward an Immense volume of it came
wheellng toward them from the engine
room, which was betweon the alr shaft
and the cage lending out of the mine. The
engine usually contalng no fire, but is used
to pump compressed air into the mines,
hence the origin of the fire, which started
In the engine room, is a mystery. Driven
by the smoke, the twenty men hurried to
the alr shaft and there huddled together to
heep from suffocating.  Meanwhile  the
smoke hecame thicker, as the fire, Issulng
from the engine rooms, seized seven trams
and a lot of waste and oil, and burned

furlously. Breathing became difflcult.
Twenty-three mules in the stable in the
mines @lso felt the smoke and tried to
escape, and tore about, kicking ome an-
other to denth and mu'kim{ hideous with
their eries. John Patton and Louls 8tevens
finnlly left the crowd at the air shoaft and
tried to get to the cage shaft. They never
reached i, but were afterwurd found dead
neny the engine room. One of the men
had his head beaten almost into a plllgt
Indicating that he had tried to kill himsolf
rather than suffocate to  death, 8Smoke
seen Issuing from the shaft brought help
vin the cage, and In three hours the fire
wis out and the elghteen miners at the
nir shaft were brought up in a more or
less  serious conditlon from sufocation,
The mules, worth £,000, were suffocated or
killed by one another's kicks, The rescued
convicts will recover.
